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K are fortunate this month in be- 
ing able to show some of the work 
done by pupils of Mrs. RUTH 
PETERS CAMPBELL of the Horace 
Mann High School, New York 
City. Mrs. Campbell has also 
given us some of her own work of 
unusually interesting quality, in 
which one feels that she has 
caught some of the freedom, the 
freshness and the charm which the work of her students 
has. 


We are hoping that a goodly number of our readers are 
taking advantage of the unusual offer of Mr. Albert Heck- 
man in connection with his series of lessons in design. The 
offer is repeated here in case anyone has failed to notice it: 

“Bach month a problem will be definitely stated, and if 
anyone wishes to mail his or her designs either to us or to 
Albert W. Heckman, Box 233, 525 West 120th St., New 
York, the designs, if excellent enough in quality and carried 
out according to directions given in the articles, will be 
published in Keramic Studio with helpful criticisms.” 

The privilege of this monthly lesson with personal criti- 
cism should be invaluable to students of design. Mr. Heck- 
man, as most of our readers know, is a teacher at the 
Teachers College of Columbia University, and is in close 
touch with all that is fine and new in methods of teaching 
design. Our ceramic decorators especially should avail 
themselves of this opportunity, as so few have had the ad- 
vantage of a thorough training in design; and it would be 
of particular value to them to be able to originate motifs or 
to adapt them to the forms to be decorated. They might as 
well also learn to design the accompanying linens, or even 
the furniture, wall hangings, etc.; perhaps even the gowns 
worn to pour tea into their dainty cups could be embroidered 
in appropriate color and motif. 

We will follow this series of lessons with a design com- 
petition based on the problems considered. The rules of 
the competition will be announced later, and of course, Mr. 
Heckman will be the judge and will award the various 
prizes. In the meantime we intend to inaugurate again our 
former spring competition, the announcement of which 
follows: 

MARCH COMPETITION 


Designs to be sent. in not later than January 15th, 1921. 
They must be sent flat with names and addresses of design- 
ers on back of designs and directions for execution in color: 

No. 1—Breakfast Set—Motif to be applied in color to 
plate, porridge bowl! and small pitcher. 

First Prize $15—Second Prize $12—Third Prize $10. 

No. 2—Lunch Set—Motif to be applied in color to salad 
bowl, plate and cup and saucer. 

First Prize $15—Second Prize $12—Third Prize $10. 

No. 3—Dinner Set—Motif to be applied in color to small 
platter, vegetable dish and plate. 

First Prize $15—Second Prize $12—Third Prize $10. 


All designs of merit which will not be awarded prizes wiil 
be purchased at regular prices. 

This is an opportunity for students of design or ceramics 
to earn a little “‘pin money.”” They can work out these prob- 
lems and submit them to their teacher for criticism, as long 
as the original idea for the design is theirs. We hope that 
the teachers themselves will also be interested to work out 
these problems. The submitting of designs by advanced 
workers should be an inspiration to students, and the fact 
that there are three prizes in each competition gives stu- 
dents as well as teachers a chance.

We would be glad to have any one submit to us for pur- 
chase and publication studies of flowers or other subjects 
worked out in a decorative way, as inspiration for designs; 
these studies to be accompanied by sheets of simple and 
combined motifs drawn from the study, and finally sheets 
of applications to various objects, to ceramics or other 
crafts; the same motif, differently treated and applied, say, 
to a ceramic form, to linen, to cretonne for window hangings 
or couch cushions, ete. 

We would like these studies submitted in black and 
white, and the motifs and applied designs in color, and we 
wish only the work of experienced students. We would be 
particularly interested in animal and bird motifs, other 
than flowers, and are especially desirous of motifs treated in 
an imaginative way, departing from the realistic treatment. 

We will be glad to have any wnusuval work in design sub- 
mitted for publication. So many designs are sent to us, 
which, although they may not be bad at all, show little ori- 
einality.

Thege is nowadays a good deal of talk about co-oper- 
ation. In this world of strife, competition, quarrels and 
war's, It is not an easy matter to co-operate, for this means 
that we must forget, in part at least, our self interest and 
think a little of the common good. But, however difficult 
it is, in present conditions, to be actuated by unselfish 
motives, the idea is slowly gaining ground, slowly sinking 
into the dull skull of the average human being, that after 
all working for the common good means in the end working 
for oneself, that altruism is perhaps nothing but intelligent 
selfishness. 

In reviewing in our mind the work done by Keramic 
Studio during the last twenty years, it strikes us that, in 
a general way, and while acknowledging a few notable ex- 
ceptions, there has been on the whole very little co-operation 
between the Magazine and the people whom it has directly 
benefited. Subscribers have come and gone, as they always 
do, a few have unflinchingly supported us from the begin- 
ning. Many have complained that they did not find in the 
Magazine exactly what they wanted, some saying that there 
was too much conventional, others too much naturalistic 
and old fashioned, bad designs, &c., &c. Meanwhile 
Keramic Studio, with all its imperfections which we will- 
ingly recognize, has undoubtedly done an immense amount

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RED RASPBERRY MOTIFS—ARTHUR L. BEVERLY 
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DESIGN 
Albert W. Heckman. 


| Pes month our problem was one of making a line ar- 
rangement of a motif in given simple shapes. Line 
is the basis upon which we will build all our work in this 
series of problems, for fine line is absolutely necessary if 
we are to have fine designs. Without good line arrange- 
ments to begin with, no amount of dark and light pattern, 
which we will take up this month, and color, which we will 
take up next month, will make the designs good. Occasion- 
ally we find a line design which is complete in itself. For 
instance, a line or two well spaced around the rim of a 
plate may be all that is needed on the plate. With most 
designs, however, there is always added beauty to be had 
through the use of fine dark and light pattern. This pat- 
tern may be a very subtle one in a multicolored design, with 
closely related values, or it may be strikingly obvious in a 
design of one or two colors or values only. The fewer 
the colors or values used the more we realize and appreci- 
ate the value of good dark and light pattern, and for this 
reason we are purposely limiting ourselves this month to 
two values, black and white only. 

There are no rules for making good dark and light 
patterns, any more than there are rules for making fine 
line arrangements. We know when a design interests us 
and we kuow, too, when something in it does not “look 
right” or when it does not “hang together’. When any 
one part of a design “jumps out” or claims too much at- 
tention, we know that something is wrong with it. When 
there are two or more parts of equal size, shape, or interest 
in a design we know that it is more satisfactory after it 
is changed so that one of these parts dominates the others. 
There are exceptions, to be sure, in bi-symmietrical arrange- 
ments, in borders, or in concentric arrangements, where 
we purposely repeat parts of a design, but generally speak- 
ing, designs are like pictures; we do not care to paint two 
pictures on one canvas, nor dor we wish to make two de- 
signs in one space, when one alone is enough and better 
than two. There are no rules as to the relative amounts 
of dark or light one should use in a design. In some ar- 
rangements the dark parts may predominate (see fig. 22), 
and in others (see figs. 24 and 32) most of the design may 
be light, yet each of these is satisfactory, or balanced, as it 
were. 

It is only by comparison of three or more arrangements 
that we can find a best one, and, as we are striving for the

best results only, this month again we are going to make 
many variations of each of our designs. Last month we 
started with motifs which were in line (see figs. 1 to 5 in 
Oct. K. S.) and we spaced these as well as we could in 
squares, circles and rectangular panels. This month we 
are going to take the best of these arrangements which we 
made and translate them into dark and light pattern. 
PROBLEM II. 

With a soft lead pencil make several copies on ordinary 
white drawing paper or tracings on Japanese paper of the 
first design from Problem I. and then, with black water 
color paint or India ink and a big brush which comes to 
a good point, make several variations of it in dark and light 
pattern as in figures 32, 33 and 34, which were made from 
figure 6 (see October issue of K. S.). Make some in which 
the light areas predominate and others in which the dark 
parts are the important ones, and still others in which the 
dark and light areas play equal parts in the design. Com- 
pare all of these and by this comparison study wherein 
you can improve them. Some will need more light, others 
may need more dark and those in which you have equai 
amounts of dark and light may “fall apart’. Possibly here 
you will need to group the darks or the lights into colonies, 
as it were, and in that way make the design more satis- 
factory. 

Perhaps to some students this making of many varia- 
tions of a single design may seem like a waste of time and 
material. It may be that yards of paper have been used 
—yes, miles of it seemingly, but to have spaced a simple 
line motif satisfactorily in a given shape and then to have 
made it interesting in dark and light pattern is to have 
passed the first mile-stone on the road to good designing. 


PROBLEM III. 


-The next part of this lesson is to take the best dark 
and light arrangement from Problem II. and with the use 
of additional lines or bands of dark and light, make it still 
more interesting. First make a few variations in the width 
of the lines around the square, circle or panel, as in figures 
28, 29, and 30, and then take arrangements like figures 
19, 20 and 21, and make designs on the order of those on 
page 107. For all this work use India ink or black water 
color paint and use it heavily on ordinary white drawing 
paper or Japanese rice paper. The finished designs ought 
to be as large as figures 31 and 35 which are reproduced 
in full size.

of good work, in gradually raising the standard of design 
and in keeping alive the kind of art work on which its sub- 
scribers depend for a living. 

Now we ask you not to be satisfied with simply renew- 
ing your subscription when it expires, we urge you to take 
a broad view of the question, what we might call the co- 
operative view, and to do a little propaganda for us. Ask 
your pupils, your friends and acquaintances to subscribe, 
or at least send us the names and addresses of all those 
whom you know, china decorators, craftsworkers, &c., 
whom you consider as possible subscribers. If there are in 
your town schools in which design and crafts of any kind 
are taught, will you do us the favor of going to see the 
Principal and, if the schools have not already subscribed, 
persuade them to do it. 

It is your direct interest to help us in this indirect way,

for the simple reason that no business has been hurt by the 
war and by after-war conditions as much as the publish- 
ing business. We have seen the price of paper treble, the 
cost of engraving, printing, and all overhead expenses, prac- 
tically double, at the same time that the circulation was de- 
creasing. And in that trying period we have, until 1920, 
left the subscription at the pre-war price of $4 a year. 
Since January we have raised it to $5, but that is only a 
25% increase. The tide has turned now and the circulation 
is growing; however, if we are to be able to leave the price 
at $5, it can only be on the condition that we shall very 
rapidly come back to the pre-war figures of circulation, and 
even better, for there is very little prospect of a serious de- 
crease in expenses.

IMAGINATIVE FLOWERS 
Albert W. Heckman. 


NE OF the rarest qualities in much of our ceramic art 

today, and one which is most needed, is imagination. 
We are apt to lose it as civilization advances in years, and, 
in a comparative way, in our schools, as we go from the 
lower to the higher grades, we find that too often it dis- 
appears entirely. In the work of the Primitive American 
Indians who were content to represent mountains, hills, 
and valleys with a few lines or spots of color on a bowl or 
jar, we find an everlasting charm. So it is also that in 
works of children we find that naive and interesting qual- 
ity of unusualness, or imagination, which we, who are 
older, wish that we might still have in our work, instead 
of having lost it as we often do in our efforts to develop 
skill. 

The first requisite in the development of imagination, 
as in all things, is stimulus, and there is nothing which 
stimulates or fires the imagination so much as pictures 
and photographs or objects in which imagination itself is 
in evidence. For this reason, Mrs. Ruth Campbell started 
this problem by taking her class from the Horace Mann 
School to the Metropolitan Museum of Fine Art. The 
trip was made, not for sketches to be used, though some 
were made, but solely for imagination. It is not possible 
for many teachers to begin a problem in this way, for 
Museums are few and often far away. Photographs, how- 
ever, are always to be had from the Museums. These and 
a few large drawings of interesting flower forms which 
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may be made on the blackboard or on large sheets of 
paper by the instructor in charge, are enough to start the 
ideas of a whole class of students working.

A brush well charged with India ink and a few sheets

to make the designs illustrated here. The first thing the 
students did was to make a few spottings of flowers, which 
they imagined they would like to see or have. No attempt 
at arrangement was made, and the flowers, or units as they 
were called, were of the simplest kind possible—only a few 
curves, a flower reduced to its lowest terms, or a symbol of 
one, as it were. After this free-brush work, in which the 
play impulse was encouraged as much as possible, the work 
of all the students was put up for a general criticism. Up 
to this time the children were permitted to do wholiy as 
they pleased, excepting that they were not to make their 
drawings too large. The size suggested was six or seven 
inches, which conformed to the six and seven inch squares

and circles and the six by eight inch rectangies in which 
the motifs were afterwards placed. 

These squares, rectangles and circles were drawn on 
Japanese rice paper. The next part of the problem was 
to make the flower drawings fill these shapes in an inter- 
esting way. The Japanese paper on which the square or 
circle was drawn was laid over the flower drawing and 
the latter was traced on it. Several of these were made 
and the best was selected for further variations. This 
selecting or choosing of one thing in preference to others 
with the help of the instructor in charge, by explanations

of why some things are better than others, is one of the 
most important parts of the problems, both from an edu- 
cational and an artistic point of view, for it is the devel- 
opment of discrimination or judgment which, even in chil- 
dren, gives power to create things which are worth while. 

The next step in this problem was to translate these 
arrangements, which in many cases were simple line draw- 
ings, into designs which were interesting in their dark 
and light pattern. First, two values, black and white, and 
then three, black, white and middle gray, were used. All 
of these were made on Japanese paper tracings of the 
original drawings. The tracing of the designs on Japanese 
paper in this way not only saves time but also preserves 
the spirit of the original arrangement. 

The last part of the making of the design was the 
application of color to the best dark and light arrangement. 
A choice of three from six colors, deep yellow, black, dark 
blue, blue, green, yellow-green and a yellow which was the 
color of the clay itself when fired was permitted. All of 
these colors corresponded to tests made by the instructor 
which the underglaze pigments had on the actual tiles when 
finished. 

One tile was made by each student, the size and shape 
of her best design. These tiles were of simple flat pieces 
of clay not too thick or heavy, and with small feet or rims 
underneath for support. Before the designs were trans- 
ferred to them they were carefully sandpapered so as to 
round off any sharp corners or edges: A quantity of each 
of the underglaze colors to be used was prepared by the 
instructor by mixing the dry pigments with enough mucil- 
age and glycerine to make it flow freely. Each student 
was given a small amount of the colors she had used in 
her design, and then she proceeded to paint the tile itself. 
Some of the tiles were afterwards given a wash of clear 
glaze, while the rest were left unglazed, according to the 
preference of the individual student. 

A problem of this kind in which the children have an 
opportunity to express their own ideas in a free way. com- 
bined with enough order or restraint to make the designs 


practical for application to a specific thing, is most valuable. 
To tell children to make drawings of the most beautiful 
flower thay can imagine, the most interesting house or 
garden in which they might like to play, or the most beauti- 
ful boat imaginable in which they might sail the seas, is 
a thing to which they invariably respond with all their 
hearts. 

It is said that Poiret, the well-known French designer, 
did this very thing in creating some of his modern textile 
designs. He gave some children paints and brushes to 
fashion flowers with as they pleased, and then he, with his 
knowledge of design and appreciation of the value of these 
spontaneous creations, took these original ideas and made 
them into interesting all-over patterns. There is freedom

and freshness about the work of children which we cannot them a part of ourselves, develop them into even more in- 
afford to underestimate or ignore. Perhaps we might dv teresting things, and then pass them on to others so that 
with these designs here as Poiret did—take them and make they too can enjoy them.
